As to tho evolninsrlrn; of sllvor certificates
for sllvor dollars, Mr. Sherman thought It
proior thnt tho oxchanuo should be freely
made by tho Treasury, as banks did not or-
dinarily have tho nccommodatlona for keeping
itree masses of silver dollars. If tho banks
Truro compelled thus to hoard silver doll.irs.lt
would bring discredit on tuoso coins. It should
to the rlulit of a erocerymnn or any ritlnon to
goto tlio and deposit his sllvor
dollars there nnd cot a silver certlflcnto In-
stead. It was not tho rlttlit of the Government
to refuse to elvo him that accommodation.

Prosecutor llensley. In opening the case,
made n foellng speoch describing the evidence
to bo produced and the necessities put upon the
keeper anil his family, Tho keeper broko Into
tears during this speech. Ten foot away from
him. beside lior mother, sat Mlnnla Shaffer,
small, black-lialre- black-eye- and black
drossod. ovldontlv unfit to endure the exclto-me-

of the trial. She. howover, hardly re-
moved her eyes from thn keeper's face, tier
mother smiled when tho keoner wept,

Tollce Justice Stnlil testified as to bis taking
Minnie Shaffer's complaint and the subsequent
hearing resulting in Mr. I.avorty's discharge.
On he admitted that on tbo
night before that hearing he was summoned to
tho State prison by thn keeper, and that thoro
it was nrrnngod thnt if Mlunle ShafTor should
come to the p.illco court to make her complaint
It should bo takontby Stahl, and tho koopcr,
having his witnesses ready, was to come nt
once to thoCltv Ilnll and tho hearing was to
be held immediately. This progrummo was
carried out.

The keeper sworo that ho was not nnd could
not have been tho cause of thn woman's trouble.

"I ask questions nbottt these women," sold
Lawyer lluehiinnii, Mrs. Blinffer's counsel, "be-
cause I propose to rebut thn keeper's story by
Pi ovlng thnt both thoe women, through his In-
strumentality, left tho prison in tho same con-
dition In which Minnlo ShafTer Is now."

The Court admitted tho testimony. Mr.
I.nverty admitted thut Maty Smith hnd made a
ohnrgo Hgiilust him, but she hnd rntrnctod It.
Ho admitted that ho hnd said Wm. II. Dennett,
formerly a deputy keeper and now Postmaster
of Long Branch, was one of tliron men who
might bo rosponslhlo for Mrs, Shaffer's condi-
tion, but ho denied that hu had ever told her to
luy the charge to Dennett.

Before the afternoon session a mob of hun-
dreds beslegod tho Court House. The dooia
worn locked as soon ns the room was full, but
tho crowd rertised to leave, and fought fiercely
for udmittance. A large police force tailed to
dlspersoit.andflnnlly the ofll ce rs withdrew In to
the building nnd left the mob to howl outsldo.
which It did for an hour. At the elosn of Mrs.
Laverty's testimony alio won assisted from the
room by her husband and two grown sons. The
rostof the afternoon was taken up with the tes-
timony nf ptivsleintiH in Mr. Laverty's behulf.
